This  family  of  Dills  as  represented  in  America  came  from  Germany  and 
located  in  New  Jersey  in  Hunterdon  and  Somerset  counties.  Adam  and  Hendrick 
Diels  (spelled  Dels,  Diltz,  and  Dilts)  were  naturalized  in  New  Jersey  in  17 44. 
In  Hunterdon  county.  New  Jersey  there  are  more  than  fifty  Dils  wills  on  record. 
Harmon  and  Daniel  Dilts  settled  in  New  Jersey  coming  from  Germany,  and  the  fam¬ 
ily  following  was  closely  connected  with  this  group. 

We  find  Philip  and  Peter  Dilts  living  near  Pittstown,  New  Jersey  in 
1757.  Peter  Dilts  was  an  elder  in  1763  in  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  in  Hunter¬ 
don,  N.  J. 

The  register  of  this  church  contains  the  names  of  a  number  who  were 
baptized,  or  confirmed  in  the  church. 

The  progenitor  of  the  family  recorded  below  was  Philip,  the  step-son 
of  William  Hoffmann  and  presumed  to  be  the  son  of  Peter  and  Ann  Kaes  Dilts. 

Philip  Dils,  progenitor  of  the  family  of  Wood  County,  West  Virginia 
was  born  in  New  Jersey  and  married  the  daughter  of  William  Hoffman,  Amwell 
Township,  Mew  Jersey.  He  migrated  with  his  family  to  Pennsylvania,  settling 
in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania  about  1784,  where  he  purchased  lands  from  the 
Beesons,  founders  of  Uniontown.  He  purchased  a  tract  of  1400  (Acres)  from 
Thomas  Clair  in  1797,  in  Wood  County,  Virginia,  now  West  Virginia.  This  tract, 
the  old  Dils  estate,  lay  along  both  sides  of  Worthington  Creek,  and  was  l^ter 
divided  by  Settler  Dils.  With  his  wife,  Mary  Hoffman  Dils,  and  five  of  his 
six  children  he  removed  to  Wood  County  about  1798.  Here  he  died  in  1800  and 
his  will  is  the  second  on  record,  dated  Aug.  3,  1800,  and  recorded  May  4,  1801. 
Philip  Dils  names  in  his  will  the  following  children:  Anny  Lyons  (Mrs.  William 
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Lyons);  Elizabeth  Stephenson  (Mrs.  Echvard  Stephenson);  Mary  Dean  (John  Dean); 
and  sons,  William,  Henry,  and  John.  His  wife,  Mary,  is  mentioned  in  this  will. 

William,  son  of  Philip  and  Mary  Hoffman  Dils,  was  born  near  Trenton, 
New  Jersey  in  1764.  He  married  Arianthe,  daughter  of  Tunis  Tunison,  son  of 
Tunis  Tunison,  who  made  his  will  in  Somerset  County,  New  Jersey.  Arianthe 
Tunison  Dils  lies  with  her  husband,  William  Dils,  and  his  family  in  the  old 
Dils  cemetery  on  Worthington  Creek,  on  the  Northwestern  Pike,  Wood  County, W.Va.

Philip  Dils  sold  a  farm  at  Reading  Hunterdon,  N.  J.  March  23,  1782 

Peter  Dilts  left  will  recorded  at  Amwell,  dated  Nov  2,  1769  naming 
wife,  Mary  and  children:  John  Harmon,  George  Sharpenstine,  and  children  of  his 
son,  Peter,  two  daughters,  and  a  son. 

Peter  Dils,  likely  son  of  former,  left  will  in  Hunterdon,  dated  May 
3,  1760  naming  wife,  Mary  and  issue:  Ann,  Sarah,  Peter.  Father  Peter,  and 
brother,  John. 


Kaes 

Johann  Pilibus  Kaes  left. will  at  Amwell  dated  Nov  27,  1754  naming 
daughter  Ann  who  married  *  Dils,  (presumed  by  some  authorities  to  have  been 
Peter)  who  names  a  son,  Philip.  Wife  Rachel. 

Johann  Philip  Kaes  (Case)  emigrated  from  Germany  to  Mine  Brook,  Hunter 
don.  New  Jersey,  "/as  naturalized  in  N.  J.  1730 


Hoffman 

William  Hoffman  and  Peter  Hoffman  were  from  Germany,  naturalized  in 
Mew  Jersey  in  1754.  (Sometimes  spelled  Hoppmann) 


Tunis on 

William  Dils,  son  of  Philip  and  Mary  Hoffman  Dils,  first  of  name  in 
Wood  Co.,  married  Arianthe  Tunison,  of  New  Jersey.  All  the  lines  from  William 
and  Arianthe  Tunison  Dils  have  distinguished  Dutch  ancestry. 

Arianthe  Tunison  descends  from  Teunis  Denyse  (Kyssen)  from  Holland  to 
New  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.  1638.  Md.  Femmetje  Jans  (Phoebe  Felix,  widow  of  Hendrick  the 
Boor. ) 
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She  was  a  daughter  of  the  Englishman  John  Seals.  Teunis  Denise  was 

r 

an  early  settler  in  Kings  County,  New  York  at  Bergen,  endgrating  from  Binninck, 
Province  of  Utrecht.  He  lived  in  New  Amsterdam,  Manhattan  Island.  In  1655  he 
bought  land  in  Flat  Bush  and  was  mayor  of  Brooklyn  1658.  Sons  were:  Jan, 

Dyonis,  Cornells  (known  later  as  Teunis  or  Teunisse) 

(2)  Cornells  Teunisse  (DeNyse  or  Nyssesrr)  was  a  minor  in  New  York 
in  1667.  He  married  1  August  27,  1687  Neiltje,  daughter  of  Teunis  Lysbertse 
Bogaert,  settled  at  Rariten,  Somerset  Co.,  New  Jersey,  m  2  Rebecca-.  Was  a 
member  of  Ref  Dutch  Church.  He  and  his  brother,  Jan,  who  also  removed  to  Somer¬ 
set  Co.,  New  Jersey,  had  descendants  who  took  the  name  of  Teunis  Teunisse,  later 
Tunis.  A  son  of  Cornells  Teunisse  (DeNyse  or  Nyssesn)  was  Tunis  Tunison  born 
April  22,  1688  in  New  York  married  Adriantje. 

Tunis  Tunison  made  a  will  in  Somerset,  New  Jersey  October  23,  1757 
naming  his  wife  Arianthe,  and  children:  Tunis,  Abigail,  Sarah,  Cornelius, 

Altije,  Gerstje,  and  Johannes. 

The  Tunisons  of  Somerset  from  descejv  Wonthe  Tunis  or.,  daughter 

of  Tunis  Tunison,  (wife  of  Willia .  Dil  i;  ,;li  desco;  from  Jans  and  Cornells 

DeNyse,  from  Holland  to  New  York.  This  family  has  distinguished  connections, 
including  the  Denye  lines.  Ten  Eycks,  Fairlys,  Bogaerts  (Bogards)  Cortelyou, 

Von  Middleswarts,  Van  Brunt,  Van  Dyke  and  others.
